abrotanifollium — Southernwood-leaved Geran- 
ium. Slender growth, small grey-green dissected 
leaves of strong aromatic scent. Small white flow- 
ers. 50c 


acerifolium — Maple-leaved (syn. Paceroides). 
Pungent spicy scent. Light green, rough, deeply 
5-lobed leaf, resembling maple. Handsome, tall 
grower. Lavender flowers, arrow-shaped, carmine 
markings on upper petals. 35c 


acetosum — Thin stems with small fleshy leaves 
tasting like sorrel. Good-sized flowers, narrow pet- 
als, of pleasing pale shrimp with darker veining. 
Unusual and rare. $1.00 


adcifolium — Snowflake. An extra choice variety, 
round hairy leaves with white blotches in leaf. 
Rose scent, Lavender bloom. 50c 


Australis — Spicy scent. Soft, light green leaf, 
quite large. Difficult but handsome. 40c 


blandfordianum — Deeply cut leaves of silver 
grey. Attractive white flowers with pink mark- 
ings. Free flowering. 50c 


Brilliant. Slightly pungent. Cordate, crenate, dark 
green leaf. Spreading plant. Fine cerise flowers, 
medium size. 60c 


capitatum — Larger leaves than regular rose ger- 
anium. Scent like attar of roses. Pale lavender 
flowers. 50c 


Capri — Large crisp crinkled leaves. Mild scent. 
Beautiful crimson flowers. 50c 


citriodorum, Prince of Orange. Orange scented, 
quite small, crenate leaves. Compact, showy plant, 
large among scented varieties. Free-glooming, pale 
orchid flowers, upper petals lavender with a large 
maroom “feather” on each. 50c 


Clorinda — Eucalyptus scent. Rather large, 3-lob- 
ed, crenate leaves. Compact plant. Large pink 
flowers, free blooming. 50c 


crispum lactifolia — Fruity orange scent. You 
will like it. 50c 


crispum, Lemon. Tiny crinkled leaves. Grows to 
pyramidal shape. The most distinct lemon scent. 
One of the finger bowl geraniums. 50c 


crispum, minor, Finger Bowl Geranium. Strong 
citronella scent. Tiniest leaves of all crispum va- 
rieties. Leaves stemless. Same plant growth. 
Smaller flowers. 50c 


crispum, Prince Rupert. Lemon scent, strong and 
pleasant. Small, smooth, crenate leaf. Same 
growth, largest of group. Lavender flowers, up- 
per petals carmine-veined.

crispum variegatum, Variegated Prince Rupert. 
Lemon scent less pronounced than Prince Rupert. 
ate Deeply cut leaf of attractive velvety grey.

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crithmifolium, Samphire-leaved Geranium. Thick 
cylindrical succulent. stem, with large, fleshy, 
much divided leaves. Many branched cluster of 
fair-sized white flowers with pink veining. Has a 
coon season, usually in summer. Very scarce.

cucullatum, Lemon Balm. Lemon pungent. Rough, 
variable cordate crenate and pubescent leaves. 
Tall, vigorous and spreading grower. Lavender 
flowers.  950c. 


decipiens, Pungent scent. Wide, crenate, light 
green leaf. Spreading grower Free-flowering, with 
insignificant rose flowers. 40c 


dennisianum. Round Leaf Balm. Large fragrant 
leaves. Spreading growth. Free flowering, laven- 
der, upper petais brushed purple. 40c 


denticulatum, Pine scented. Foliage sticky and 
finely cut. Small white and pink flowers. 50c 


denticulatum x tomentosum — Pugent Pepper- 
mint. Deeply cut leaf of attractive velvety grey. 
50c 


echinatum, Cacti Pelargonium. Leaves tomentose. 
Clusters of small white flowers with red mark- 
ings, resembling hearts on upper petals. Stem 
with spine like stipules. Dormant in summer. 50c 
filicifolium, Fern-leaf. Pungent scent. Sticky, 5- 
lobed, finely-cut, ferny leaves. Tall, spreading 
plant, Finest cut foliage of all the scenteds. Tiny 
blush-pink flowers, each 2 carmine streaks. 50c 


filtrum, Mrs. Taylor. One of the most brilliant 
flowering varieties. Attractive cut leaves, mild 
scent (same as Coccinea). 50c 


fragrans, Nutmeg. Smail round light green leaves 
with a silver cast; slightly scalloped. Flowers are 
white in tiny clusters. 40c 


fragrans, turpentha, Pine-scented. Clean, refresh- 
ing pine scent. Small, 3-lobed cordate leaf simi- 
lar to fragrans, Nutmeg, but slightly larger and 
with more compact manner of growth. Sprays of 
tiny white flowers with garnet-brushing on up- 
per petals. 40c 


Gibbosum — Large ruffled, deeplobed leaf, yel- 
low flower, night bloomer. 40c 


glaucifollum — Remarkable for its large, hand- 
some leaves and night scented maroon-black and 
Dine eo tae flowers. A real collector’s item.

Godfrey’s Pride — Mint-scented, Mint, strong and 
delightful. Large, bold, 5-lobed, not deeply indent- 
ed, yellow-marked leaf. Prostrate grower. Light 
pink flowers. 40c 


graveolens, Old-fishioned Rose. Lemon-rose scent. 
Deeply cut, pubescent, heart-shaped leaf, finer 
than capitatum. Tall, compact plant. Small orchid 
flowers, purple-veined. 35c 


graveolens, camphorum, Camphor Rose. Camphor 
scent. 5-lobed leaf, otherwise similar to graveo- 
lens. 35c 
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graveolens, Dr. Livingstone, Skeleton Rose. Lem- 
on-rose scent. Fairly large, 7-lobed, finely cut leaf. 
Lavender flowers. 40c 


graveolens, Elkhorn. Strong rose scent. 3-lobed 
leaf with large divisions further separated. Tall, 
strong plant. Small orchid-pink flowers. 40c 


graveolens fragantissimum — Penterating sweet 
rose scent. Lobes crenate rather than deeply cut. 
Otherwise like graveolens. 35c 


graveolens giganteum, Giant Rose. Less fragrant 
than species graveolens. Larger leaf. 35c 


graveolens, Gray Lady Plymouth. Strong rose 
scent. Silvery grey leaves with white margins. 50c 


graveolens, Lady Plymouth, variegated. Mint 
scented green and white leaves. Very unusual. 50c 


graveolens, Red-flowered Rose (formerly Vande- 
siae). Slight rose scent. 3-lobed, small crenate leaf, 
very crinkly when small. Compace plant. Bright 
cerise flowers. 50c. 


graveolens minor, Little-leaf Rose. Strong rose 
scent. Smaller leaf than graveolens. Low, compact 
plants, Tiny rose flowers. 35c 


graveolens, Round Leaf Rose. Rose scented, lav- 
ender pink blooms. 40c 


Gratum — Cinnamon scented. A good grower. 50c 
grossulariodes, Gooseberry-leaved. Slightly pun- 
gent. Crispum-like leaves, some yellow-marked. 
Compact plant. Free-flowering, pale lavender 
with cerise markings on upper petals. 50c 


limoneum, Lady Mary. Slight lemon scent. Rath- 
er gmall hairy leaf less sharply toothed than 
limoneum. Compact growth. Handsome for speci- 
men use. Free-flowering magenta blossoms. 50c 


Logeei’s Hybrid — Cross between fragrams and 
odoratissimum. Leaves similar to Apple. Dwarf 
growth. 75c 


melssimum, Lemon balm. Lemon-balm scent. Tri- 
lobed, light green, crenate leaf. Handsome sturdy 
plant. 35¢ 


No. 36 — From Kew Gardens in England. Round 
leaves, scented. 35c 


nervosum, Lime-scented. Pleasing lime _ scent. 
Small, smooth, deep green, sharp-toothed leaf, 
similar to torento but smaller and more sharply 
dentate. Compact growth. Lavender flowers, 
darkly marked. 50c 


odoratissimum, Apple. Apple scented. Crisp, light 
green, oval crenate, velvety leaf. Compact plant 
with vine-like flower branches. Tiny white flow- 
ers upper petals with red pin points. 50c 


Old Scarlet Unique. Pungent. Wooly, pointed- 
lobed, greyish leaf. Rangy plant. Rare, handsome. 
Large scarlet flowers with striking black mark- 
ings, free blooming. $1.00. 


Pretty Polly, Almond scented. Pungent. 5-lobed, 
cordate leaf, resembling domesticum. Crisp, fresh 
look to compact mounds of the plant. Flowers 
rare but unusually lovely, pink, upper petals ma- . 
roon-spotted and brushed. 40c 


parviforum, Cocoanut scent. Round shiny leaves. 
Tiny pink flowers. 50c

quercifolium, Beauty. Pungent scented. Lovely 
dark-leaved variety. Small rose flowers. 50c 


quercifolium, Fair Ellen. Pungent scent. Bold 
round-lobed, purple-marked, rough-textured leaf. 
Leaf and stem sticky. Medium § size, lavender 
flowers, spotted darkly on upper petals. 50c 


quercifolium, Fringed Oak x Fair Ellen. Pugent. 
Smaller leaf than Fair Ellen some leaves more 
definitely 3 than 5-lobed, sometimes slightly con- 
trasting midrib colorings. Tiny lavender flowers, 
purple-brushed, hairy petioles and stems. 40c 


quercifolium, giganteum, Giant Oak. Pungent, 3 
to 5-lobed, variable leaf form older leaves with 
deep purple veins. Coarse, tall grower, excellent 
for standards. Stems somewhat sticky. Small rose 
flowers. 40c 


quercifolium pinnatifidum, Sharp-toothed Oak. 
Pungent, Leaf elongated, pointed often crinkled 
and purple-marked through a wide area, 5-lobed 
and further divided Pale pink flowers, deeply 
marked rose, very like Fair Ellen. 40c 


quercifolium prostratum, Prostrate Oak. Excell- 
ent pungent scent. Small leaf blotched purple. 
Low spreading growth. Small lavender flowers.

quercifolium, Skelton’s Unique. Pungent. Small 
rather round leaf, slightly scalloped and hairy. 
Rangy, prostrate growth. 40c 


quercifolium, Staghorn Oak Leaf (formerly True 
Oak). Pungent, 5-lobed, very distinctly divided 
leaf, narrow purple veining. More prostrate than 
Fair Ellen, fine hanging sort of plant. 50c 


quercifolium, Village Hill Hybrid. Pleasant pun- 
gent. 5-lobed narrow, crenate leaf, new ones like 
moss-curled parsley. Small showy lavender flow- 
ers. 50c 


rapaceum, Mrs. Kingsley. Slightly pungent, per- 
haps mint. Small leaf almost round, much ruffled 
and silvered, suggests curly parsley. Compact 
growth. Flowers deep, rich cerise. 50c 


radula, Crowfoot. Pungent rather than mint scent. 
Fine-toothed like Dr. Livingston but greyer, lobed 
leaf with triangular divisions. Compact growth. 
Freest flowering of all scenteds, small rosy flow- 
ers. 40c 


Rober’s Lemon. Rather deeply cut, grey green 
leaves. Delicate lemon rose scent. Lavender flow- 
ToC 


Rollinson’s Unique. Mint rather than pepper scent. 
Pubescent leaf, somewhat like P. rapaceum but 
larger and less cringled. Rangy grower, readily 
climbing if supported and tied, specimens seen up 
to 5 feet. Brilliant, pleasing magenta flowers. 40c 
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scabrum, Apricot (syn. M. Ninon). Pungent 
doubtfully apricot. Dark, glossy, rather pointed 
leaf, deeply toothed and irregular. Large lovely 
brilliant deep rose flowers. 50c 


scandens (syn. Climbing Geranium). Round, cre- 
nate, slightly zoned, shiny dark leaf. Spidery, ma- 
genta flower clusters with single florets of linear 
petals. 75c 


scarboroviae, Countess of Scarborough. Pleasant 
fruity, strawberry scent. Small, crinkled, tri-lobed 
leaves suggesting crispum but larger. Purple flow- 
ers. 60c 


Schottesham Pet, Filbert scent. 5-lobed, further 
divided, rather pointed pubescent leaf, light 
green. Frosty, hairy stems,. Rosy flowers. 50c 


Shrubland rose. Pungent. Large heavy, glossy 
leaf, less finely cut to 5 creante lobes than Fring- 
ed Oak x Fair Ellen. Tall, vigorous and spreading 
plant. Handsome when showy rose flowers open, 
tree-flowering. 40c 


stapeltoni (syn. Miss C. Stapelton’s Storkbill). 
Cross of echinatum and saepeflorens. 5-lobed cre- 
nate, cordate leaves. Shrubby, glossy, barked stem 
with spiny stipules, bent downwards. Petals white, 
suffused carmine, large purple spots on upper 
ones. Cactus. 50c 


terebinthinaceum, Little Gem. Pungent. Tri-lob- 
ing of leaf, very marked with finer divisions, light 
green, pubescent. Compact, low-growing plant. 
Free flowering, lavender-rose, upper petals spot- 
ted deeper and veined purple. 40c 


tomentosum, Peppermint. True refreshing mint 
scent. Large, velvety “grape” leaf. Widely pro- 
cumbent grower. Tiny white flowers with purple 
veinings. 50c 


teragonium (syn. Square-stalked Jenkinsonia or 
Cranesbill(. Few very small round, crenate, “rub- 
bery” leaves. Unequal guadrangular stalk, some- 
times triangular. Disportionately large, 4-petaled, 
rose and white flowers. 60c 


tomentosum x graveolens, Joy Lucille. Strong 
mint scent. Bold, triangularly lobed, light green, 
“felt” leaf. Rangy, rampant grower. Pink flowers.

Single White — White, faintest lilac under-tone. 
All petals, but particularly the lower three, con- 
spicuously doted with small round _ rosy-violet 
spots. Slower, bushier grower than the above two 
varieties, very free flowering. The rarest and 
finest of the three Bird‘s Egg Geraniums. $1.50 


Black Vesuvious — Dwarf. ‘Smallest leaf, black, 
green lobed. Bright red flower. Always in bloom. 
Stock always limited. $1.50 


Bismark — Large, yellow-green ,leaf with broad 
brilliant bronze zone. Single vermillion flowers. 
40c 


Bronze Beauty — Yellow-green foliage with a 
wide striking, red-bronze zone prettily scalloped.

Miss Burdett Coutts — Two-toned green center 
encircled by a colorful irregular band of ripe 
olive, red and green, insectional splashes, all of 
this surrounded by a creamy yellow or white gold 
border. Low, slow, bushy growth, excellent for 
pot culture. The finest Silver Tri-color and one 
of the most outstanding of all Fancy-Leaved Ger- 
aniums. Small single light red flowers. $1.50 


Mrs. Cullum — Green leaves edged cream-yellow 
with brown zone somewhat spashed red. Both 
the border and the zone are lighter and narrow- 
er than in Mrs. Pollock. Small, single, scarlet 
flowers. 50c 
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Mrs. Cox — Green leaves edged bright yellow 
with a very wide zone splashed scarlet crimson 
and brown. The zone is broader and nearer the 
edge than in Mrs. Pollock, and the leaves are less 
lobed. Fairly tall plant that grows quite easily. 
Small, singe, light salmon fowers. The most 
briliant, and the rarest of the Fancy-leaved Ger- 
aniums. $2.00 


Mrs. Fournier — Dark Green, zoned and scallop- 
ed leaf. Compact plant form. Single, scarlet flow- 
ers in clusters of 6. 75c 


Mrs. Parker — Silver leaf foliage, double clear 
pink flowers. A good one. 40c 


Nellie B. — Green leaves. Large single pink flow- 
er. Blooms well. 35c 


Noel — The new pure white Cactus-Flowered 
Geranium. Stronger stems, better foliage, and 
more branching habit than the red _ Poinsettia. 
Free blooming — even plants in small pots will 
bloom. First time ever offered, it is a real 1948 
Novelty for the collector. $1.00 


Palmatum — Species from South Africa. Small 
' trailing plant, green leaves with very dark zone. 
80c 


Pigmy — Flowers and plant not over six inches 
oo Small bright red flowers. Constant bloomer. 
1.00 


Pink Poinsettia — Double flowers, pale orchid- 
pink. Two or three upper petals white near base. 
Compact growth. Continuous bloomer. 35c 


Poinsettia Geranium or Kovenbun — Appearance 
of a miniature Poinsettia. Narrow red petaled 
flowers. An extra good bloomer. 40c 


Roe-Bud Geranium — Lovely deep rose red 
flowers, resembling tiny rose bud. 40c 


Rose-Bud Pink and White — Very double rose 
like florets, white tinged with green and edged 
with pink. Larger than the red plant. 50c 


Skies of Italy — Most colorful of all except Mrs. 
Cox. Leaves brilliantly edged with one. of red- 
orange and yellow single orange-red flowers. 70c
